T. C. McManus 
Addressed 
Labor Club 



On Friday afternoon, T. C. Mc- 
Manus, national secretary of the 
Canadian Seamen's Union , was 
guest speaker at a meeting ot the 
Student Labor Club. The first of 
a series ot leaders ot Canadian la- 
bor who will speak on the campus 
under the auspices ot this club, Mr. 
McManus said that labor is the 
"hard core" of the democratic move- 
ment of Canada, and wage-earners 
the decisive factor in our economy; 
for this economy depends upon the 
purchasing power ot the working 
people. 

Mr. McManus, who is one of the 
original organizers of the Canadian 
Seamen's Union, spoke of the revol- 
utionary developments that have 
taken place all over the~worId dur- 
ing the last six or eight yean In 
which labor has played an Impor- 
tant part. He described In some de- 
tail the recent strike of Canadian 
seamen on the Great Lakes and Its 
results, and defined a union as an 
association ot workers that band 
together to bargain with the em- 
ployer. 

Mr. McManus spoke of inflation 
and its causes, and stated that labor 
does not want inflation. He con- 
cluded by .ippcalinR to all students 
to study the demands of the work- 
ing people. After the talk, a ques- 
tion and answtr period was held. 
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A Message From the Principal 

The simple, bai important, fact that the Swimming Pool 
and Rink Auditorium constitute the MoGitt War Memorial 
does not need emphasis at this stage of the'Campaign. It is 
deeply imbedded in oar thoughts. There is wide agreement 
that there eould be no more fitting aeknowledgement of oar 
debt to those who gave so much to their fellow men than oar 
own effort to provide something that will make life happier 
and richer for those who come after us, ■ 

Nor is it necessary to argue at length the University's need 
for these additional facilities. There are now more than '7,500 
students enrolled at McGill, and the facilities for athletics and 
physical education were recognised to be inadequate when our 
numbers amounted to less than half that figure. A McGill 
University Rink will be of direct benefit not only to the senior 
hockey team: it will permit the development of more elaborate 
intramural schedules, extend Jhe opportunities for practice and 
offer skating facilities to ihousanda of students. Since the 
plans are being drawn by the architect in a ntanner thai also 
provides a splendid stage, the building jvill serve a second par- 
pose with equal effectiveness. It will offer greater scope for 
the dramatic and musical productions of the student body, 
while it will also make it possible for the University to bring 
to the campus concerts and plays that would not otherwise 
be available. The wide interest in the series of concerts now 
being held at the Royal Victoria College, and in those offerred 
at the Gymnasium-Armoury, is enough to suggest to the imag- 
ination the great opporifmities that the Rink-Auditorium will 
offer. 

These facilities w^ill soon be available if the Campaigns 
of the Students' Society and the Graduates' Society are suc- 
cessful. The foundation stone of the building that will house 
the Swimming Pool was laid by the Visitor last autumn and 
the plans for this section of the War Memorial are complete. 
Final plans for the Rink- Auditorium should be ready before 
the end of the present session and, if the Campaigns that are 
now under way produce enough money to defray thé- building 
costs, many of you who are contributing this week will enjoy 
the facilities of the proposed War Memorial group before you 
graduate. It i^up to,^ott to demonstrate your practical Jnterest 
in the project that has been ao splendidly initiated by the 
Graduates' Solely.

For Students 

Full and Part-Time 
Employment 
Offered 



The McGill Placement Service, 
which Is now in the process of or- 
ganization, aims at the maximum 
degree of full-and-part-tlme em- 
ployment for ail McGIU graduates 
and undergraduates. 'The Service 
will provide a complete check on 
employment opportunities through' 
out Canada, through the Domin- 
ion-wide organization of the Grad- 
uates' Society, with the object of 
stopping, as far as possible, the 
drift of technically-skilled men to 
tlie United States. In addition, the 
Service will assist In providing 
summer Jobs and part-time em- 
ployment for undergraduates, es- 
pecially veterans who wish to sup- 
plement their Government allow- 
ance. 

The service, established at the 
suggestion of the Graduates Soc- 
iety, and récently approved by the 
Board ot Governors should be in 
operation within the next two 
weeks, by which time the Director 
will have been named and the 
Sub-conunittees set up. The sub- 
committees are two In number— a 
University Placement Committee 
composed of faculty members from 
the University, and a Graduates' 
Society Placement Committea, 
which will be Dominion-wide in 
scope, and wiU utilize the Society 
branches across Canada. 

The University Committee will 
operate a vocaUonal guidance and 
selection service on the campus; it 
is hoped that undergraduates may 
eventually be included in the Com- 
mittee. The Graduates Committea 
will provide an extensive survey of 
Jobs available throughout Canada, 
BO that, on graduation, McGill stud- 
enls will be directed to the best 
positions open In the Dominion. 

Similar services are in operation 
at Oxford, Cambridge, and the Uni- 
versity of London, but McGlll's 
scheme is unique In Its comprehen- 
siveness, and In the assistance given 
by It to graduates and undergrad- 
uates both.

But this is only one aspect of the facilities 
which will be made available. By having an 
auditorium of our own, we can expand the pres- 
ent concert series presented by students to in- 
clude more of the best in musical entertainment 
than is now possible with the limited space of 
Royal Victoria College. Wo have taken a defin- 
ite. Btep in, the right direction with such a scries 
and the auditorium can well bring McGill into 
a leading position for the presentation of con- 
certs in Montreal. 

There can be little argument about what can 
be done with such a structure when it is built. 
There can also be little argument about the need 
for a rink-auditorium to join the'swimming pool, 
funds for which have already been raised, the 
excellent gymnasium and the stadium, A first- 
rate' university "cannot 'be without these if 'a 
very important function of the institution is to 
be fulfilled. The students of MGcill must show 
that they are 100% behind this campaign. They 
must show it as enthusiastic canvassers and as 
willihg contributors. With such a spirit, the cam- 
paign will be the success it deserves to be.-^AJE.

The first Issue of the University of Alberta 
"Gateway" in 1809 followed close upon the Univer- 
sity's foimdinglln ISOS. The Gateway can truly be 
said to have grown along with the University. It is 
published under the authority of the Students' Union. 

The Gateway in the main has maintained the 
regular newspaper page size, but throughout the 
years the number of pages and the frequency of 
publication have varied. Tho policy of the '46-'47 
staff is two issues a week, "Tuesday and Friday,' each 
as a rule containing four pages. Although extramural 
news of immediate or ultimate Interest to the students 
is by no means ignored, the Gateway's main aim is 
to provide a complete news coverage of all Alberta 
campus activities for the students, as well as, through 
the CUP, noteworthy items from other Canadian 
campi. All club and sports activities are thoroughly 
covered, as these play such' a large part in the 
students' extracurricular ectlvitles. Other aspects of 
campus social life arc not particularly stressed; there 
is no fraternity news published. 

Wc have this year inaugurated a second editorial 
column on world events, the material for which is 
supplied by various students not actually on the 
editorial staff, and by faculty members. This column 
has revealed some latent talent in the students ranks 
and has aroused much favorable comment. 

The features page comes as near as possible to 
the amiable policy of presenting the student body 
with what it wants to read— which makes for a good 
deal of variety— and to lesser extent, with what the 
student body wants to write, the combination of the 
two making tho features section very popular. In- 
eluded this term is a series of articles on cami)us 
personalities, both faculty members and students. 

Old files of the Gateway reveal to, us that the 
university careers of many well-known men and 
women included hours spent In' the Gateway office 
and on / Gateway assignments. Law students found 
great fascihailon in the smell of printer's Ink, as 
evidenced by the many responsible positions on the 
Gateway, formerly held by some of Alberta's fore- 
most lawyers.

In a private interview given on 
Friday at his suite at the Ritz Carl- 
ton Hotel, Mr. Randolph Churchill, 
whoso daily articles have created 
vigourous and various . criticism 
and approval on this campus to 
those interested in world politics, 
reaffirmed clearly his line -of 
thought already well exposed in 
his conference of Thursday even- 
ing—a unity of action on the part 
of the nations who do not want to 
accept the slavery of communism. 

Asked if he thought Europe's 
statesmen and people were ripe for 
such a collaboration, he said they 
were 9II for it. Europe is undergo- 
ing a rebirth of vitality in Christ- 
ianity, a aign which should con- 
tradict those who pretend that our 
Christian era is at'an end. Russia's 
might, he said, repealing earlier 
statements, Is that of a secondary 
wor.ld power, having no fleet, no 
great air force, and being a nation 
comprised for the greater part of 
Asiatics, which without prejudice, 
according to him, could hardly 
compete with the civilized man of 
our technological and scientific 
progress. And there are only 180 
million of them compared to the 
240 million of Western Europe, If 
they are united. 

To the question, "Is Europe head- 
ing, because of people's desire and 
wilt c to, ..eoinpromise, towards a 



•moderate' form of socialism?", Mr. 
Churchill agreed that there was 
such a tendency. 

■ Of the Individual countries of 
Europe, Mr. Churchill said that due 
to hard work, the Italian people 
had succeeded in rising up to elim- 
inate the menace of Communism, 
and with our aid, would be on their 
feet again. II was not probable 
that in France, the Communists 
would come into complete power 
at the present moment, at least 
not virithout struggle. 

About England he felt that 
though the Labour Party had 
"Muddled up" some issues, the ex- 
port figures were encouraging. To 
a quesUon on the difficult situation 
in Palestine, Mr. Churchill gave 
the evasive answer that everybody 
seemed to make "quite a mess of 
it." AlthouRh for India hl.>i sUnd 
wns definite, being against last 
year's Labour Party offer of com- 
plete freedom, because of the in- 
ability of the different parties to 
agree on self-government. He 
forecast that the British will event- 
ually have to leave India, and that 
a frightful civil war might break 
out then. . 

Mr. Churchill, who Is a graduate 
of Eton and Oxford where he 
majored in history, is on his sixth 
trip to Canada. He has left for 
Montreal for .Ottawa where he is 
scheduled to meet the Prime Min- 
ister.

many I don't know of, who would 
be an asset to the Senior Team but 
whose lecture schedule does not 
permit ihem to come to practice. 
Even those who do come to prac- 
tices cannot possibly get out to 
all of them. 

Anyone can realise what a coach 
is faced with when the players on 
his team cannot get out to the 
practices he calls. He has to split 
line combinations, defence combina- 
tions and not infrequently only 
one goal keeper is present. Need- 
less to say, there is not much in- 
ducement for a student to come to 
practice when he frequently has to 
miss a lecture, and quite often his 
dinner loo.

Tlius far it appears that the con- 
atitutional structure of NFCUS hat 
resulted In a widespread laclc of 
information on'the part of the con- 
atituent menibers. Apart from Mc- 
Gill, . the strong recommendations 
adopted in 1045 for a permanent 
committee' on each campus has 
been generally disregarded. 

X. A. MacDonald, National Sec- 
retary-treasurer, in • Toronto is to 
re-Invite all universities it. was de- 
cided by the 'conference, asafoliow- 

up to the original Invitation ex- 
tended by NFCUS. A general 
scheme of the conference will be 
outlined to that universities not 
now participating will be oriented 
with the function's and aims of 
NFCUS. • 

This year NFCUS will asli each 
university to send two representa- 
tives to the national conference. 
The lirst Is to be president of the 
local Student Executive Council — 
by this it is thought that ratifica- 
tion of conference decisions by the 
individual students' councils will be 
facilitated.
